Exam:  write  right! 
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Bennion,  running  through  the  blue  books. 


Failing  professor  George  Bennion’s  English 
exam  could  mean  “the  end  of  the  line”  for 
approximately  4,500  degree-seeking  students 
every  year. 

The  test  in  question  is  the  Junior  English 
Proficiency  Examination,  for  which  Bennion 
serves  as  chairman  of  a  three  member  committee. 

“Pain,  despair;  fear  and  joy  are  all  emotions 
felt  by  students  taking  the  exam,”  summarized 
Bennion. 

“I  administered  the  exam  to  one  boy  who  had 
taken  it  a  half-a-dozen  times.  He  almost  cried 
when  I  told  him  he  had  finally  passed.  He  told 
me,  ‘Brother  Bennion,  I’m  going  to  take  my  wife 
out  to  dinner  ...  to  McDonalds.’  ” 

Bennion  added,  “I  had  one  paper  so  incredibly 
poor  it  could  have  come  from  a  seventh  grader. 
Yet  the  paper  was  touching  as  it  told  how  the 
student  had  come  to  God.  It  was  most  eloquent 
about  God’s  kindness  and  patience.” 

“Another  student  in  an  essay,  and  I  think  he 
was  serious,  confessed  a  murder  while  a  member 
of  a  teenage  gang.” 

Many  students  write  about  their  aspirations. 
One  such  student  told  of  his  marriage  and 
wedding-how  everything  was  so  beautiful.  At 
the  end  of  his  essay  he  wrote  he  hadn’t  yet  asked 
her,  mused  Bennion. 

“Another  student  asked  me  in  my  own  home 


now— pay  later 


to  falsify  records  in  front  of  my  own  family.  He 
finally  apologized,  and  said  to  me,  ‘I  guess  what  I 
have  to  do  is  study.’  He  took  English  15  and 
passed  the  exam.” 

According  to  Samuel  Monson,  the  original 
founder  of  the  exam  and  its  first  chairman,  the 
test  received  its  original  impetus  following 
correspondence  from  George  Albert  Smith  Jr.  to 
former  BYU  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

The  letter  stated  that  BYU  graduates  were  less 
proficient  in  writing  skills  than  graduates  from 
other  schools.  At  the  time  Smith  was  assistant 
dean  of  the  Harvard  School  of  Business. 

From  this  point  Pres.  Wilkinson  set  up  a 
three-man  committee  headed  by  Monson  to 
alleviate  the  problem . 

Charles  Tate,  past  chairman  of  the  committee 
said,  “The  whole  concept  of  the  exam  is  not  to 
punish  students,  but  to  help  them.” 

‘‘It’s  the  same  as  going  to  the 
dentist .  .  .  people  don’t  want  to  go  as  they  are 
afraid  the  dentist  will  find  a  cavity,  they  should 
want  to  go,  find  the  cavity  and  better 
themselves.” 

VerDon  Ballantyne,  presently  a  member  of  the 
committee,  cited  the  pamphlet  “Brigham  Young 
University  Goals”  as  justification  for  the  exam’s 
existence.  It  states  that  the  University  should

Designed  to  preserve  religious  choice  on 
the  question  of  abortion  or  sterilization 
operations,  the  measure  was  drafted  in 
the  aftermath  of  a  recent  Supreme  Court 
decision  which  held  that  states  may  not 
prohibit  abortions  during  the  first  three 
months  of  pregnancy. 


DURING  DEBATE  on  the  legislation, 
Church  said  many  church-affiliated 
hospitals  have  received  funds  through  the 
Hill-Burton  Act  and  other  federal 
programs.  Because  public  funds  have  been 
used  to  build  these  facilities,  Church  said 
that  government  administrators  or  federal 
courts  might  move  to  force  them  to 
perform  abortions. 

At  the  same  time,  doctors  might  be 
required  to  perform  abortions  on  threat 
of  losing  Medicare  or  Medicaid  funds, 
Church  said. 

“In  Idaho,  we  have  hospitals  affiliated 
with  both  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon)  and  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,”  Church  said. 
“Both  of  these  religious  bodies  oppose 
use  of  their  facilities  for  abortions.” 

There  are  in  Idaho  eight  Catholic 
hospitals  and  three  LDS  hospitals,  the 
senator  said.

“All 
the  test  does  is  screen  the  bottom 
25  per  cent.  The  C  level 
performance  is  used  as  the  cut  off. 
Some  that  pass  the  exam  may  still 
have  a  writing  problem. 

There  are  two  recourses  after 
failing  the  exam.  Failing  students 
have  the  option  of  taking  English

David  M.  Kennedy,  U.S. 
ambassador-at-large  and  former 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  will 
spend  a  week  on  campus  visiting 
classes  and  lecturing. 

Kennedy  will  be  the 
executivfe-in-residence  for  the 
College  of  Business,  March  28  to 
April  5. 

Kennedy  was  chairman  of  the 
board  of  Continental  Illinois 
National  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  Chicago,  the  seventh 
largest  bank  in  the  United  States, 
when  he  was  called  to  President 
Nixon’s  cabinet.  He  was  also 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  BYU 
National  Development  Council 

He  formerly  was  assistant 
chairman  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Board  and  assistant  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
1953-1954. 

He  also  has  held  positions  as 
chairman  or  board  member  of 
more  than  30  organizations 
devoted  to  civic  improvement, 
international  relations,  finance, 
communications,  government 
service  and  education. 

A  native  of  Randolph,  Utah, 
Mr.  Kennedy  is  a  graduate  of 
Weber  College,  George 
Washington  University  and  the 
Stover  School  of  Banking  of 
Rutgers  University.  He  holds  the 
M.A.  and  LL.B.  degrees.  Honorary 
doctorates  have  been  conferred  on 
him  by  BYU,  George  Washington 
University  and  Roosevelt 
University  of  Chicago. 


fundamentals  or  they  may  study 
on  their  own.  It  has  largely  been 
decided  that  it  is  an  individual 
responsibility,  not  the 
University’s,  said  Ballantyne. 

The  1972-1973  BYU  General 
Catalog  states,  “In  order  to  be 
eligible  for  a  bachelor’s  degree,  all 
students  must  either  pass  the 
Junior  English  Proficiency 
examination  or  complete  English 
212,  215,  251,  or  316  after 
September  1,  1971,  with  a  grade 
of  B-  or  higher.” 

It  is  now  a  real  question 
whether  this  policy  is  a  valid  test 
of  a  student’s  writing  skills.  Many 
students  turn  in  essays  in  these 
classes  which  have  been  proofread 
and  edited  by  their  roommates, 
said  Ballantyne. 

Bennion  also  questioned  the 
credibility  of  the  present  policy. 
“At  the  present  there  are  24 
different  teachers  each  using  their 
own  grading  scale,  I  don’t  even 
know  some  of  them.  It  was  a 
mistake  to  change  the  policy.”

Final  troops  coming  home 


SAIGON  (AP)  -  Under  the  gaze 
of  camera-snapping  Viet  Cong  and 
North  Vietnamese  observers,  a 
group  of  jubilant  American  GIs 
flew  home  Tuesday  to  begin  the 
final  withdrawal  of  U.S.  troops 
from  Vietnam. 

A  dozen  North  Vietnamese  and 
Viet  Cong  delegates  to  the  Joint 
Military  Commission  were  at  the 
flight  line.  They  jockeyed  with 
photographers  for  pictures  of  the 
first  Americans  to  fly  home  in  the 
massive  three-day  airlift. 

“I  wonder  if  any  of  them  want 
to  come  with  us.  We’ve  got  a  few 
extra  seats  on  the  plane,”  cracked 
Navy  Lt.  James  Holbach  of  Glen 
Burnie,  Md.,  as  he  waited  to  board 
a  homebound  U.S.  Air  Force 
Cl  41  transport. 

Lt.  Deborah  Fogg  of  Hartford, 
Conn.,  one  of  three  Army  nurses 
on  the  flight,  smiled  and  said: 
“I’m  short  -  and  getting  shorter 


every  second.”  “Short”  is  a 
military  expression  for  the 
amount  of  time  remaining  before 
a  GI  boards  his  “freedom  bird” 
back  to  the  States. 

“I’m  glad  we’re  getting  out,” 
she  said.  “But  you  come  over  here 


and  you  form  attachments  and 
that’s  what  you  miss  most.”

City  plans  handball  courts 


The  Provo  City  Commission  has 
signed  a  contract  for  a  local  firm 
of  architects  to  draw  up  plans  for 
covering  the  Memorial  swimming 
pool  in  Provo  and  building  a  10 
court  handball  complex  next  to 
the  pool.

The  letter  and  the  law 


Don’t  chain  yourself  to  an  illegal  commitment. 

Every  few  years  the  get-rich-without-effort  syndrome  seems  to  creep 
on  campus  in  the  form  of  chain  letters. 

In  the  possession  of  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of  Student  Life,  is  the 
latest  series  of  such  letters-and  the  names  of  dozens  of  victims  of  the 
fast-money  game.  Dean  Cameron  warns  that  students  who  participate  in 
such  schemes  not  only  risk  losing  their  investments,  but  also  chance 
legal  entanglements. 

Following  is  the  Nov.  18,  1968,  Daily  Universe  statement  by  Clyde 
D.  Sandgren,  BYU  Vice-President  and  General  Counsel,  concerning  the 
dangers  of  chain  letters.  The  message  still  applies  since  the  current 
letters  follow  almost  exactly  the  same  wording  as  their  1968 
predecessors. 

“My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  a  . chain  letter  scheme 
has  recently  made  its  appearance  on  the  campus.  It  involves  the 
purchase  for  $10  of  a  letter  bearing  11  names,  together  with  a  $5 
money  order  made  out  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  at  the  top  of 
the  list. 

“The  purchaser  makes  two  new  copies  of  the  letter,  deleting  the  top 
name  and  adding  his  own  name  at  the  bottom  of  the  list,  and  purchases 
two  $5  money  orders  in  favor  of  the  person  whose  name  is  now  First  on 
the  list.  He  then  sells  each  of  these  letters  and  money  orders  for  $10, 
and  the  same  thing  is  supposed  to  start  all  over  again.  The  idea  is  that 
when  the  purchaser’s  name,  reaches  the  top  of  the  list  he  should  receive 
$10,000. 

“This  plan  is  a  little  different  from  some  previous  ones  in  that  it 
specifies  that  the  mailing  of  such  a  letter  is  illegal.  However,  in  the 
;ucceeding  sentence  it  instructs  the  purchaser  to  mail  the  money  order 
to  the  person  at  the  top  of  the  list. 

“I  would  like  all  BYU  students  to  know  that  such  chain  letters  are 
prohibited  by  the  lottery  laws  of  the  state.  The  County  Attorney  and 
the  Provo  Postmaster  agree  with  me  that  the  mailing  of  the  money 
order  as  part  of  the  over-all  plan  is  in  violation  of  the  federal  postal 
laws. 

“President  Wilkinson  joins  with  me  in  strongly  urging  all  members  of 
the  student  body  to  avoid  this  illegal  get-rich-quick.scheme.”

Growth  of  green:  thumbs  do m 


President  Nixon’s  inflation-fighting  policies  have 
been  at  best  a  mixed  bag.  But  recently  he  laid  the 
cleaver,  albeit  gingerly,  to  inflation’s  real  root  when 
he  exhorted  housewives  to  buy  cheaper  cuts  of  meat 


The  President’s  message  was  simple:  the  American 
consumer  is,  himself,  driving  prices  up  with  his 
skyrocketing  expectations.  When  an  American 
family  finds  it  cannot  live  without  top  sirloin,  the 
price  of  sirloin  goes  up-elementary  law  of  supply 
and  demand.  Inflation  occurs  when  the  money 
supply  must  be  blown  up  to  meet  the  increased 
wage  demands  of  the  carnivorous  consumer. 


Of  course,  the  rationale  holds  as  well  for  all 
products,  food  and  otherwise. 

Some  may  call  this  doctrine  of  individual 
responsibility  for  high  prices  a  raw 
oversimplification,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
inflation  is  simply  an  increase  in  money  supply  over 
and  above  the  rate  of  goods  and  services  actually 
produced. 

Goods  and  services  cannot  cost  more  if  the  money 
to  pay  the  costs  is  nonexistent;  unfortunately,  the 
government  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  have 
allowed  the  money  supply  to  rise  by  7.4  per  cent  in 


1972.  Now  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  realjr 
money  supply  growth  must  be  curbed  in  1973. 

Because  of  this,  it  has  already  upped  its  disew 
rate  in  dealings  with  banks,  thus  forciifflhij 
interest  rates  and  discouraging  money  growth. 

The  tightening  of  wild  money’s  reins  capj| 
work,  however,  if  the  consumer  can  be  t 
with  less  extravagance,  if  the  unions  can  be i 
with  moderate  Contract  improvements  and! 
large  tax  rebates  expected  this  spring  doiu 
finance  more  buying  and  investment  splurgj 
so,  AFUCIO  chief  George  Meany 'seems  deBj 
to  add  to  the  inflationary  spiral— he  saysu^ 
not  be  bound  by  Nixon’s  5.5  per  cent 
guideline  if  food  prices  continue  to  go  up. 

President  Nixon  has  already  been  force® 
back  into  his  mixed  bag  of  controls  to  reiff 
price  ceilings.  If  the  United  States  cannot  cl 
buying  impulses,  back  we  may  go  to  the  limj 
price  control  with  continued  money  gW 
condition  that  can  only  result  in  more  inflaj 

Government  is  indeed  our'  servant.  It  is  f 
Aladdin’s  lamp  that  may  try  to  hold  down! 
controls,  but  will  eventually  print  enough  n 
satisfy  our  wildest  inflationary  dreams. 

If  that’s  what  we  want.

Water  under  the  bridge 


Rainbow  Bridge  National 
Monument  until  a  few  years  ago 
was  one  of  the  most  inaccessible 
national  monuments  in  America. 
Located  in  southeastern  Utah, 
the  natural  bridge  was  reachable 
only  by  dirt  road  and  dusty 
trails. 

While  many  improvements 
have  been  made  in  recent  years, 
land  access  to  the  bridge  is  still 
tedious  and  difficult. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  U.S.  District 
Court  Judge  Willis  Ritter  ruled 
that  Lake  Powell  waters  must  be 
kept  out  of  Rainbow  Bridge 
National  Monument.  The 
decision  was  based  on  a  1956 
Congressional  Act  which  says, 
“No  dam  or  reservoir  .  .  .  shall 
be  constructed  within  any 
national  park  or  monument.” 

Ironically,  however,  this  act 


could  defeat  the  very  purpose 
for  which  national  parks  and 
monuments  are  formed— to 
allow  the  public  access  to 
outstanding  examples  of  natural 
beauty. 


The  one  thing  that  has  in  fact 
made  Rainbow  Bridge,  accessible 
has  been  the  waters  of  Lake 
Powell.  With  the  Lake  steadily 
rising  since  the  completion  of 
Glen  Canyon  Dam  in  1967, 
water  has  now  reached  almost -to 
the  base  of  the  natural  bridge. 
As  a  result,  thousands  of  Lake 
Powell’s  yearly  visitors  can  now 
visit  this  natural  wonder.

Questions 
confusing 
ERA  issue

Will  women  be  drafted?  Can  a 
husband  demand  alimony?  What 
will  happen  to  separate  rest 
rooms? 

Questions  like  these  are 
confusing  opponents  and 
supporters  of  the  equal  rights 
amendment  (ERA). 

The  amendment  is  short  and 
simple:  “Equality  of  rights  under 
the  amendment  shall  not  be 
denied  or  abridged  by  the  United 
States,  or  any  state,  on  account  of 
sex. 

“The  Congress  shall  have  the 
power  to  enforce,  by  appropriate 
legislation,  the  provisions  of  this 
article.  This  amendment  shall  take 
effect  two  years  after  the  date  of 
ratification.” 

The  very  simplicity  of  the 
language  has  caused  some  of  the 
confusion.  It  is  so  broad  that  most 
observers  feel  specific  issues,  will 
have  to  be  decided  in  the  courts. 


“NO  ONE  IS  sure  exactly  what 
it  would  do,”  said  State  Rep. 
Arthur  Wilkowski,  a  Democrat 
from  Ohio,  where  the  amendment 
is  pending.  “If  it  passes,  all  we*can 
do  is  wait  for  the  court  decisions 
on  the  constitutionality  of  present 
laws.” 

The  amendment  must  be 
approved  by  38  states  within 
seven  years  of  its  1972  passage  by 
Congress  to  become  law.  It  has 
been  approved  by  29  states.  It  has 
been  rejected  by  nine 
states-including  Nebraska,  which 
reversed  an  earlier  ratification 
vote. 

The  reversal  itself  is  open  to 
argument.  No  one  seems  sure 
whether  it’s  legal. 

Nebraska  State  Sen.  John  de 
Camp  told  the  legislature  he  had 
been  in  touch  with  the  U.S. 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee  and 
had  been  told  the  legality  issue 
won’t  be  considered  until  37 
other  states  have  ratified  the 
ERA. 


KEY  ISSUES  in  the  arguments 
over  what  the  amendment  means 
are  military  service,  so-called 
“protective  labor  laws,”  the 
family  and  the  rights  of  privacy. 

Former  Selective  Service 
Director  Curtis  Tarr  said  there  was 
“no  question”  that  women  could 
be  drafted  if  the  amendment  were 
ratified. 

The  draft  also  featured  in 
debate  in  Tennessee,  where  five 
Republican  senators  have 
introduced  a  resolution  to  rescind 
last  year’s  ratification  vote.

Giving  special  recognition  to 
missionaries  and  mission 
presidents  because  they  are  called 
on  to  leave  their  homes  for 
extended  periods  of  time,  Elder 
Packer  said  the  acceptance  of  a 
call  to  a  position  does  not  depend 
on  the  one  who  delivers  the  call, 
but  on  the  testimony  of  the  one 
who  receives  it.

“The  world  is  our  campus”  is  a 
reality  in  the  College  of 
Education. 

“This  really  applies  well  to  our 
department  because  we  are  taking 
our  graduate  degree  program  to 
the  world,”  said  Kent  G. 
Stephens,  professor  in 
Educational  Administration. 

“We  started  this  program 
summer,  1970  in  California  and  in 
October,  1972  in  Samoa,” 
Stephens  said.  “We  are  also 
negotiating  in  Arizona  with  the 
Navajo  Indians  to  start  it  down 
there.” 

Every  college  offers  to  its 
students  pre-service  education 
program,  but  the  shift  at  BYU  is 
towards  the  in-service  program,  he 
explained. 

“By  this  we  mean  that  we  try  to 
help  people  who  already  have  a 
job,”  Stephens  said.  “Instead  of 
requiring  a  person  to  quit  his  job 
or  go  back  to  college,  we  take  the 
college  to  him.” 

As  students  graduate  from  the 
college,  they  go  to  work  and 
might  discover  that  their 
educational  qualifications  don’t 
cover  all  the  areas  involved  in  the 
job,  he  said. 

Therefore  BYU  sponsors  a 
post-graduate  program  which  tries 
to  help  the  person  no  matter 
where  he  is. 

For  example,  the  Educational 
Administration  Department  sends 
a  faculty  member  to  Samoa  each 
month  for  a  period  of  a  week  to 
teach  the  students,  Stephens 
noted.

Orem  earmarks  $362,000 


in  revenue-sharing  funds 

Federal  revenue  sharing  funds  totaling  more  than  $362,000,  have 
provided  the  means  for  Orem  City  to  acquire  a  new  computer  data 
system . 

According  to  Lamond  Royer,  city  Financial  officer,  the  Orem  City 
Council  has  budgeted  $10,292,  to  purchase  the  new  system,  which  will 
be  in  operation  July  1 . 

The  computer  system,  an  IBM  System  3,  will  cost  the  city  $71,240. 
As  of  yet,  Royer  said,  the  city  council  has  not  determined  whether  this 
will  be  funded  completely  by  further  revenue  sharing  money  or  from 
city  funds. 

The  computer  will  be  used  for  utility  billing,  general  ledger 
accounting,  payroll,  city  budget  and  accounts  payable. 

The  computer’s  potential  uses  are  many,  among  which  are  the 
keeping  of  police  and  library  records  and  land  planning  information. 

The  $362,368  figure  is  the  revenue  sharing  funds  which  have  been 
received  by  Orem  City,  according  to  Royer.  He  said  the  city  total 
federal  revenue  sharing  fund  may  total  $452,500  by  the  end  of  the 
1972-73  fiscal  year. 

Orem  City  has  earmarked  the  revenue  funds  to  what  the  financial 
officer  called,  “Important  city  projects  which  need  immediate 
attention.” 

Included  in  the  expenditures  are  $85,000  for  new  city  road  sheds  and 
$50,000  for  a  new  senior  citizens  center. 

A  total  of  $109,310  has  been  budgeted  to  the  city  streets 
department.  Major  expenditures  include  a  $40,000  storm  drain 
installation,  $15,000  for  purchase  of  right-of-way  along  Main  Street  and 
$28,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  road  grader. 

Also  included  in  the  city  council  budget  are  sewer  improvements  for 
$15,000  on  Main  Street  from  400  to  800  South,  $12,000  on  1200 
North  from  500  to  800  East  and  $5,000  for  Draper  Land  Lane 
extension. 

A  total  of  $5,000  has  been  budgeted  for  construction  of  a  new 
animal  shelter  and  the  park  department  will  receive  $10,810  for 
baseball  diamonds. 

Amateur  probation  officers’ 


help  Sptingville  juveniles 


After  six  months  of  operation 
the  Springville  Juvenile  Court 
volunteer  program  has  had 
“miraculously  few  problems,” 
according  to  Norman  Dinkins, 
volunteer  specialist  for  Utah  Third 
District  Juvenile  Court. 

Dinkins  explained  that  the 
program,  which  makes  each 
juvenile  offender  the 
responsibility  of  a  volunteer, 
began  in  September  with  four 
volunteers.  “We  now  have  over  40 
people,  and  have  a  critical  need 
for  more,”  he  said. 

“There  are  many  things  a 
volunteer  can  do  that  a  trained 
probation  officer  can’t,”  said  Dan 
Redfearn,  unit  supervisor  for  12 
volunteers.  “The  volunteer  can 
become  a  friend  and  give  lots  of 
individual  attention.” 

Redfearn  also  said  that  the 
volunteer  program  gives  good  job 
experience  in  social  work.  “It  is 
better  for  volunteers  to  find  out  if 
they  like  working  with  kids  now, 


instead  of  waiting  until  they  get  a 
job.” 

Dinkins  indicated  that  Frank 
Dunford,  a  BYU  sociology 
professor,  has  done  “as  much  for 
the  program  as  anyone  else.” 

A  student  of  Dunford’s 
explained  that  projects  such  as 
volunteer  work  are  required  for  a 
grade  in  his  Juvenile  Delinquency 
class.  “He  has  introduced  many  of 
our  volunteers  to  the  program,” 
said  Dinkins. 

Jerry  Roy,  a  volunteer,  said 
each  participant  chooses  his  own 
activities  for  the  juvenile.  “We 
have  had  football  and  basketball 
games,  as  well  as  breakfasts  and 
dinners.  Many  volunteers  study 
with  their  probationers.” 

When  asked  about  criteria  for 
the  choice  of  volunteers,  Dinkins 
said  “almost  anyone  can  work 
with  anyone.”  Secondary  criteria 
included  such  things  as  age 
difference,  personality  and 
interests.  “We  really  don’t  like  to 
cross  the  sex  line,”  he  said.
